CARUTHERSVILLE 
VOTEjjC BAS TAX 


Caruthersville, May 14.—The C’a- 
xuthersville City Council has unani­ 
mously passed an ordinance providing 
for the levying of a 
one-cent 
per 
gallon tax on gasoline retailed here, 
the receipts to go into the city’s rev­ 
enue fund. 
The purpose of the tax levy is 
to 
provide more all-purpose or so-call­ 
ed general revenue for the mainten­ 
ance of the city govrnment. 
According to 
City Clerk Thos. B. 
Ward the future valuation of taxable 
property will be approximately $2,- 
000,000 and with the city levying its 
constitutional limit of 50 cents 
on 
the $100 approximately $10,000 
for 
general revenue purposes is expect­ 
ed to be derived, granting that the 
whole of it may be paid—which 
is 
extremely unlikely. 
Of this amount 
ten cents on the $100 is set aside for 
the payment of a city lighting judg­ 
ment tax, 7 % cents for public 
li­ 
brary maintenance and 5 cents 
for 
the cemetery fund, leaving 27% cents 
or a little more than half the 
total 
collections 
for the payment of sal­ 
aries, maintenance of streets and fire 
departments, etc. 
This, he states, would be approxi­ 
mately $6000 if the total tax 
were 
collected and in the light of history 
in this connection would be totally in­ 
adequate. 
The amounts to be levied 
for interest and 
sinking 
funds 
on 
bonds is not subject to constitutional 
inhibition and this levy is presumed 
to be fixed at whatever figure is ne­ 
cessary to keep up principal and in­ 
terest payments. 
The instituiton of this special tax 
was fought by retailers of gasoline, 
which they characterize as class leg­ 
islation, singling out the one line of 
business. 
While they realize that it 
is the public which will pay the tax, 
as a m atter of fact, they believe it 
will cause a falling off in their trade 
which will result disastrously to them 
and that it will cause an expansion 
of the business to nearby points out­ 
side the city and will thus constitute 
a subsidy of out of town dealers. The 
greatest harm will be in an alienation 
of trade away from the city, 
they 
claim.

The right of towns like Sikeston to

Room for Garden 
in Any Back Yard 


Size does not limit a garden’s beau­ 
ty. However small the space or un­ 
favorable the location at the disposal 
of an earnest gardener, something can 
be grown there which will give pleas­ 
ure. 
The small garden often calls for a 
greater effort to produce an artistic 
and attractive result, just as In the 
furnishing and decoration of a small 
room in the house, we take more care 
In each detail of the effect. When 
successful we are repaid by the small 
garden, as b.v the little room, with an 
Intimacy and association not always 
felt in more spacious surroundings. 
Everything is seen closely in the 
small garden. A single plant or flow­ 
er becomes the subject of attention 
rather than the inass of the border. 
More care must be taken to remove 
minor imperfections, but there is less 
for which to care. Color schemes may 
more easily be handled and close at­ 
tention to color will be well repaid 
here. 
Pots, seats and ornaments become 
of great importance in the small gar­ 
den.

constitute one of

The Englishman thus stated the 
case: “There is scarcely a trade 
or 
commodity in which rival nations are 
not competing to secure business for 
their own products by restricting the 
sales of other nationals. 
In the race 
to get rich, did we not forget that 


to make business someone must buy 
and be able to pay; that trade is bar­ 
ter; that this civilized life of ours is 
only possible because each of us 
is 
willing not only to be employed but 
employ; not only to pay debts, but 
to receive payment, 
and 
that 
the 
trade of nations is ruled by the same 
laws?" 
The above is a simple, understand­ 
able statement which is controverti­ 
ble. 
It is worthy of the serious con­ 
sideration of all and especially of the 
Democratic party, when it is look­ 
ing for an issue in the next 
cam­ 
paign.—Commercial Appeal.

Caruthersville, May 14.—The Ca- 
xuthersville City Council has unani­ 
mously passed an ordinance providing 
lor the levying of a one-cent per 
gallon tax on gasoline retailed here, 
the receipts to go into the city's rev­ 
enue fond. 
The purpose of the tax levy is to 
provide more all-purpose or so-call­ 
ed general revenue for the mainten­ 
ance of the city govrnment. 
According to City Clerk Thos. B. 
Ward the future valuation of taxable 
property will be approximately $2,- 
000,000 and with the city levying its 
constitutional limit of 60 cents 
on 
the $100 approximately $10,000 for 
general revenue purposes is expect 
ed to be derived, granting that the 
whole of it may be paid—which is 
extremely uiilikely. Of this amount 
ten cents on the $100 is set aside for 
the payment of a city lighting judg 
ment tax, 7% cents for pnblic 
li­ 
brary maintenance and $ cents for 
the cemetery fund, leaving 27% cents 
or a little more than half the total 
collections for the payment of sal­ 
aries, maintenance of streets and fire 
departments, etc. 
This, he states, would be approxi­ 
mately $6000 if the total tax 
were 
collected and in the light of history 
in this connection would be totally in­ 
adequate. The amounts to be levied 
for interest and sinking funds on 
bonds is not subject to constitutional 
inhibition and this levy is presumed 
to be fixed at whatever figure is ne­ 
cessary to keep up principal and in­ 
terest payments. 
The instituiton of this special tax 
was fought by retailers of gasoline, 
which they characterize as class leg­ 
islation, singling out the one line of 
business. While they realise that it 
is the public which will pay the tax, 
as a matter of fact, they believe it 
will cause a falling off in their trade 
which will result disastrously to them 
and that it will cause an expansion 
of the business to nearby points out­ 
side the city and will thus constitute 
a subsidy of out of town dealers. The

G. M. Kirby, chief of hatcheries of 
the Missouri Game and Fish Depart­ 
ment, has the following to say about 
the new hatchery: 
“It is found that the water at the 
Higginsville location is ideal in all 
ways, gatehered from a water-shed of 
100 acres all in bluegrass meadow. 
The soil here also is peculiarly Atted

Storage operations exert a

influence on prices, because eggs now 
are not carried over from one stor­ 
age to another. They move into stor­ 
age during March, April, May, June 
and July, at the season of peak pro­ 
duction, and out of storage during the 
other months. 


NEW EGG PRESERVING 
PROCESS DESCRIBED 


Washington, May 15.—A year 
of 
depression in the egg 
market 
has 
brought out a new preserving process 
which is expected to increase 
the 
food value and price of storage eggs. 
The process is the invention of T. 
L. Stevenson, bacteriologists in 
the 
Department of Agriculture. 
It is simply a matter of dipping 
eggs in to a colorles, odorless 
and 
tasteless mineral oil in an 
air-tight 
chamber, then pumping out some of 
the air to create a partial vacuum. 
Some air escapes from the 
eggs 
also. 
Swenson then turns 
carbon 
dioxide into the vessel. 
The eggs, 
once more surrounded by gases 
at 
normal pressure, draw some of the 
oil into the pores of the shell to form 
a complete seal. 
Carbon dioxide probably is carried 
in with the oil, which accounts for 
the marked improvement in quality 
said to follow its use. 
The appear, 
ance of vacuum-dipped eggs 
when 
opened after 10 months 
in storage 
compares favorably with that of 
a 
two-day-old egg, Swenson says. 
It is the loss of moisture and car­ 
bon dioxide, he explains, which 
re­ 
duces the weight and 
impairs 
the 
quality of eggs in storage and 
re. 
suits in lower prices for them. When 
the pores in the shell ef an egg are 
sealed by the Swenson process 
the 
egg loses only one-tenth of 1 
per 
cent of weight in ten months. 


GEORGE WASHINGTON 
AND THE CONSTITUTION 


One of the most momentous gath­ 
erings ever to convene on this con­ 
tinent assembled 
in 
Philadelphia, 
May 25, 1787. 
It was the Constitu­ 
tional Convention which was 
called 
by the Continental Congress to con­ 
sider the amendment of the Articles 
of Confederation or the creation of a 
new instrument of 
government 
by 
which the United States might 
be 
better consolidated and the public af­ 
fair? more efficiently administered. 
The foremost men of the country 
were three, but conspicuous above all 
the rest was George Washington, the 
former Commander-in-Chief 
of the 
Continental 
armies 
under 
whose 
leadership 
independence 
had been 
won. 
It was 
inevitable 
that 
he 
should take a leading part in erect­ 
ing a suitable government for 
the 
county he had saved, and as soon as 
the Convention .could organize he was 
unanimously 'called up to the chair 
as President of the body’. 
The Division of Information 
and 
publication of 
the 
United 
States 
George 
Washington 
Bicentennial 
Commission notes the importance of 
this date in the history of this coun­ 
try, and calls attention to the fact 
that it is to be the occasion for suit­ 
able ceremonies in connection 
with 
the nation-wide celebration next year 
of the Two Hundredth 
Anniversary 
of the Birth of George Washington. 
The bicentenary observance of the 
birth of the First President has been 
planned to extend to every corner of 
the United States. 
It will begin on 
February 22 and continue until the 
following Thanksgiving Day. 
It will 
embrace every phase of Washington’s 
life and include in its programs the 


recognition of his great services to 
this country. 
The records of the Convention con­ 
sisting of |he official journal and the 
unofficial shorthand notes made by 
James Madison, record only one oc­ 
casion when Washington made a sug. 
gestion in the Convention as to 
a 
point in the Constitution. There can 
be no doubt, however, that he was in 
constant touch with the leaders 
of 
the Convention and that his counsel 
was taken 
upon 
many 
important 
clauses of the document 
as finally 
completed. 
It is impossible to overestimate the 
influence George Washington wielded 
in the framing of the Constitution. 
The part he played in the creation of 
this great instrument of government 
did not consist of impassioned oratory 
or specious argument. It was solely 
the silent influence of an unassailable 
character. 
When the delegates came to 
the 
Convention many of them were de­ 
termined not to surrender the author­ 
ity of the separate States to 
any 
form of central government; but the 
realization that George Washington 
would be the Arst executive under the 
Constitution led them 
to 
abandon 
their objections and confer on 
the 
President more power than they at 
Arst had any idea of granting. It may 
be said that the Presidency of 
the 
United 
States 
was 
created 
with 
George Washington as the ideal type 
of man who should fill that office.

At 10 o’clock on the night of May 
17, 1849, the bells of a number 
of 
steamers at the St. Louis wharf be­ 
gan to ring. 
Fire had been discover­ 
ed on board the White Cloud, a small 
steam er valued at $3000. 
As soon as the alarm was given, 
most of the steamers were cut loose 
from the wharf and allowed to drift 
out onto the Mississippi. 
None 
of 
the boats were under steam, how­ 
ever, and they were able to drift only 
with the current. 
Flames soon cut the White Cloud 
from its moorings and it also drift­ 
ed into mid-stream, “its burning tim­ 
bers crackling”. The safety measures 
taken for the other steamers proved 
disastrous, however, for the burning 
White 
Cloud 
drifted 
among 
them 
and soon all twenty-three steamers 
were afire. In half an hour after the 
first alarm, burning steamers cover­ 
ed the Mississippi river for a 
mile 
below the business section of 
the 
city and lighted up both banks of the 
great riv w w ^ 
Meanwhifjr‘*tons of cargo on 
the 
levee had caught 
fire 
from 
the 
flaming steamers, and fanned 
strong northeast wind, 
the 


were carried to a row of shanties sit­ 
uated along the river between 
Vine 
and Locust streets, and thence to the 
principal wholesale and 
commission 
house district 
of 
the city. 
All or 
parts of fifteen blocks of business and 
residential houses were destroyed be­ 
fore the flames were finally checked 
between 6 and 7 o’clock 
the 
next 
morning. 
The area 
of 
greatest destruction 
was abounded by Locust street 
on 
the north, Front street on the east, 
Spruce on the south and Third street 
on the west. 
The worst damage was 
done in the section between Market 
and Locust streets and east of Sec- 
! ond street. This area, comprising a 
great portion of the business district 
of St. Louis at that time, was almost 
totally destroyed. 
The spreading flames were check­ 
ed at Second 
and 
Market 
Streets 
when dynamite was used to blow up 
several houses. 
One was killed 
and 
two injured in the explosion and the 
total loss of life for the entire fire 
was reported at four. 
Relief for the sufferers was quickly 
organized after the fire and plans 
made to rehabilitate the burned area. 
Several mass 
meetings 
of citizens 
were held in the days following, and 
subscriptions 
received. 
Property 
owners along Main street took 
this 
opportunity to widen the street, and 
the levee wras also enlarged. 
Although recovery was rapid, St. 
Louis had suffered a 
crushing dis­ 
aster. ‘No man can yet tell with any 
certainty, the extent of the disaster. 
It has thrown thousands of 
persons 
out of employment”, the Republican 
reported on May 21. 1849. 
The 
Republican 
estimated 
that 
about two-thirds of the lost property 
was insured. 
The disaster, however, 
resulted in failure of a number of St. 
Louis insurance companies, and con­ 
siderable financial 
strain.

property damage 
proximated $5,600,000. 
The origin of the fire has remained 
a mystery.

Among the many 
speeches 
made 
those of the president of the conven­ 
tion, Mr. Georges Theunis of Belgium, 
and Sir Alan 
Anderson 
of

Britain were particularly pertinent to 
the tariff. 
Said the Belgian: “I personally am 
convinced that the commercial policy 
and the customs tariffs in force 
in 
most of the countries 
of the world 
constitute one of 
the 
fundamental 
causes of our actual economic trou­ 
bles”. 
The Englishman thus stated the 
case: “There is scarcely a trade 
or 
commodity in which rival nations are 
not competing to secure business for 
their own products by restricting the 
sales of other nationals. 
In the race 
to get rich, did we not forget that 


to make business someone must buy 
and be able to pay; that trade la bar­ 
ter; that this civilised life of ours is 
only possible because each of us 
is 
willing not only to be employed but 
employ; not only to pay debts, but 
to receive payment, 
and 
that 
the 
trade of nations is ruled by the same 
laws?” 
The above is a simple, understand­ 
able statement which is controverti­ 
ble. It is worthy of the serious con­ 
sideration of all and especially of the 
Democratic party, when it is look, 
ing for an issue in the next 
cam­ 
paign.—Commercial Appeal.
